- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Discussed the independent claims as presented on the proposed amendment faxed on 3/17/06 in light of the Amro 
reference. The Examiner pointed how the proposed amendments would still be read on by the Amro reference, 
specifically the at least a portion of the preview being displayed in the primary display area if the proposed navigational 
action were performed (col. 4, lines 48-52). 

It was further determined that there are two possible areas in the invention which may be distinguishable over the 
applied art: (a) the contents being shown in the preview area to be "actual" contents of the data being shown in the 
primary display area, and (b) the step of "zooming in" a portion of the information being displayed in the preview area. 

The Examiner also cautioned that further investigation would be necessary to ensure that the "actual" contents being 
shown in the preview area is described and supported in the specification . 
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
